“OFFICIAL ENQUIRY AT BIACAO., 


"We have™ received from the Consul-General 
for Portugal, Coaselheiro ‘A, G, Romano, a 
copy.of the Boletins Oficiat'of Macao of the 
4th inst, ; Mr. Romano desires attention to be 
drawn “to a circular letter published therein 
and ‘signed ~ by Mr. Alfredo” Lello, Colonial 
Secretary. It is addressed to’ the Harbour 
Master of Macao. Identical letters wére ‘also 
forwarded to the Administradores (or -city 
mayors), the Protector of Chinese, and the 
Captain Superintendent of Police, The circular 
isto the effect that a newspaper, published in 
Hongkong, having given’ publicity to. the 
rumour that recently arms have been imported 
into: Macao ‘and from’ there re: exported with 
‘unknown destitiation, a searching inquiry 
was ordered to be instituted with a view 
to ascertain if, ‘in reality, arms have been 
imported into’ Macao and what has been 
their ultimate destination. Separate reports 
were duly furnished by. the. respective officers 
concerned and they all agree, that the rumour 
is without foundation. Capt. F. J. Rodrigues, 
the .Protector of Chinese, in his report dated 
the 4th instant, states: “ From the 15th Octo- 
ber dst"'no ‘munition ‘of- war whatever has | 
entered this city, and since the 27th June, : 1900, 
there -has not been exported td any place 
munitions of war of any description.”
